Speech by Exile Leader 


On October 2, 1989, Government classes 
were honored with a very special guest 
speaker, Czechoslavakian exile leader, Dr. Jiri 
Kotas, who founded and chairs the Czechos- 
lavak Federal Council-in-Exile, he spoke to 
government classes about his work to pro- 
mote change in his homeland. Kotas later 
spoke in a press conference attended by 
newspaper and yearbook staff members as 
well as by Channel 10 of Roanoke. 

In 1979, Kotas saved up a year’s salary at 
the Academy of Sciences in Praque, where he 
researched history and politics, to buy a plane 
ticket to Cuba. Soviet-made planes require a

fuel stop for such a long trip and on this trip 
the plane stopped in Montreal to refuel. Kotas 
took advantage of this stop and with the help 
of an airport guard he defected into Canadian 
Asylum. 

Dr. Kotas published a magazine distributed 
by the council in undergroud Czechoslovakia 
called the Czechoslovak Way. Several thou- 
sand copies are now in circulation there. The 
main objectives of the magazine according to 
Kotas are to, “counter Communist propagan- 
da, demythologize Czechoslovak history, and 
portray our concept of the future.”” Kotas 
claimed that the government prints coun- 
terfeit issues to portray the writers as “Rude 
and illiterate.” 

While in Franklin County, Kotas spoke to 
Ferrum College economics classes and also 
addressed the students at Christian Heritage 
Academy.

Members of the Junior class 
were really using some brain 
power on November 15 and 
16, when they took the 
Armed Services Vocational 
Aptitude Battery (ASVAB). 
The ASVAB, sponsored by 
the Department of Defense, is 
a vocational aptitude battery 
consisting of ten short tests 
covering a wide range of 
areas. The purpose of the test 
was to compare the individ- 
ual’s abilities with other 
young people taking the test. 
The scores of the test were 
passed on to military recruit- 
ers and colleges. The scores 
are kept and used for two 
years. 

Many area recruiters at- 
tended the ASVAB testing, 


supervising and helping out 
students with questions. 
Many students agreed that 
having the recruiters added to 
the experience. June Williams 
said, “Having the recruiters 
down here helping out helped 
me see how important the 
testing was to all of us. The 
fact that they took time out of 
their busy schedules to help 
out with the testing shows 
how much they really want 
us to make something of our- 
selves and shows that they 
are concerned about our fu- 
ture. I believe that people do- 
ing things like that for the stu- 
dents makes them feel better 
about themselves.” All in all 
the ASVAB testing was a suc- 
cessful experience.

Career Search Program 


On November 13th members of the 
sophomore class had two days in their 
English classes to talk to guidance coun- 
selors about the Virginia View Career 
Search Program. The students filled 
work sheets answering questions about 
seven main categories including the stu- 
dents’ interests, their preferred type of 
work areas, physical strengths, physical 
conditions, working conditions, educa- 
tional levels, and temperaments. After 
answering the questions the students 
looked in the occupational handbook for 
jobs best suited for them. After the stu- 
dents found the jobs best suited for 
them, they looked them up on the mi- 
crofiche located in the West and Ramsey 
Hall Guidance offices and the Library. 
The Microfiche have the salary, place- 
ment, working conditions, and prospects 
in the years ahead about the job listed. 

This is the first year that the guidance 
counselors have used the microfiche 
readers for this career-oriented service. 
Each student was taught how to use the 
microfice readers which were brought 


into the classrooms. 

Sophomores were then given a news- 
paper entitled “The Virginia View Career 
Hunt.” The newspaper included infor- 
mation about future employment trends, 
where to find out about jobs, what job 
applications look like, how to prepare for 
interviews and write a resume, Occupa- 
tional descriptions, employment out- 
looks, wage/salary, education, and 
training sites. It also listed career options 
with Vocational Education. The infor- 
mation on the microfiche is accurate. 

The seven top jobs for the 90’s and the 
years following are: 1. child care, 2. com- 
puters, 3. engineering, 4. financial ser- 
vice, 5. health care, 6. job training, and 7. 
travel services. 

When asked about Virginia View Mr. 
Don Edmunds said, “I think the Virginia 
View Career search program is very 
worthwhile and informative toward ful- 
filling its main purpose of helping stu- 
dents to start thinking and researching 
various careers that they seem best 
suited for.”

In each office lists were 
displayed for students to sign in ex- 
change for a red ribbon. Ribbons sym- 
bolized the students’ distaste for drugs 
and an oath not to abuse drugs in the 
future. These students’ names were 
printed in the newspaper for the com- 
munity to see. Each morning Dr. Ow- 
ings’ famous ad lib, “We now have a 
SADD announcement”, perked the stu- 
dents’ attention to get them to listen to 
each important message. “‘I really 
learned a lot about drugs through the 
officers’ presentations and the candy 
bars were an extra treat, too!’’ stated 
June Williams. At the end of the week 
faculty, staff, and students were left 
with a better understanding of drugs 
and their effects. Now armed with the 
information the personal choice was 
theirs. 


Really Kids, just say “No”. During Dens 
Awareness Week freshman and sophomore Healt 
and PE classes attend assemblies to learn what 
specific drugs look like and why they should just 
say no. 


Since ID cards were first used in 1988 they 
have received varied reactions from stu- 
dents. The {1D cards had a variety of uses. 
The administration used them as a source of 
identification. With such a large student 
body, something new was needed to keep 
track of the students. Danny Rhodes said, “‘It 
shows progress in the school system.’’ Stu- 
dents used the card for admittance to games 
and dances and other activities. Local busi- 
nesses gave students discounts if the student 
had his or her ID cards. Jimmy Richardson 
stated, ‘I feel that ID cards are okay. They 
should be used at all events such as Football 
games.”’ The card was also used to check out 
books from the library. A bar code on the 
back of each card was used by the library to 
keep a record of the people checking out 
books. Some students felt that it was un- 
necessary to have a new card made each year 
“T feel that juniors and seniors should not 
have to-.retake them. Ninth graders should 
take them;” said Gary Grubb. However, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Carol Moore, librarian, use of 
ID cards and the new checkout system re- 
duced book lose form 237 in 1988 to 47 in 
1989. Mrs. Moore told us, ‘‘the new system 
has over all been a major improvement. It 
makes checking out books and keeping track 
of them easier. The computer is more ef- 
ficient and saves time so that students can 
receive the books faster.” 


Is that really me? Students received their ID 
cards in English classes. Mr. John Cooper as- 
sures Corey Hunley that it’s not so bad.
